Topeka Mob Destroys a Carload 


of Beer in a Warehouse and 


a Fight Ensues. 


ONE RAIDER FATALLY INJURED 


Berry street M. E. church, sustained 


most painful fall while entering the 
pate in the rear of has home on We£t 
terry afreet this morning. Mr. 
Norris had just returned from a drive 
and was in the act of opening the 
garte when he slipped and fell, strdk- 
ng his (head on fhe gate with con- 
siderable force. A gash two inches 
n length was cut over the left tem- 
ple, which was sewed up toy Dr. W. 
W. Baraeitt. A few minutes after the 
accident occurred Mrs. Norris, who 
had gone out to assist her liusbamd^ 
ell in exactly the same place and 
suffered a severe contusion on the 
back of ther head. 


Topeka, Kas., Feb. 25.—J. W. 


Adams was fatally wounded in a bat- 
tle between three policemen and a 
band of citizens who made a mid- 
night raid on a North Topeka whole- 
sale liquor house. 
A large quantity 


of cased beer was destroyed before 
the crowd was dispersed. 


A crowd of from thirty to sixty 


citizens, armed with revolvers, sledge 
hammers, crow bars and a battering 
ram, 
broke into the wholesale liquor 


house of "Cash" Curtis, on West Cur- 
tis street, between Main and Jack- 
son street, last midnight, and smash- 
ed the beer found there. 
Three po- 


licemen drove the crowd back. Both 
the policemen and the citizens fired 
their revolvers, and J. W. Adorns, a 
carpenter^ was shot twice in 
the 


breast. 


He was taken in a hack to River- 


side hospital, where he lies in a pre- 
carious condition. 


MINISTER IS ABRESTED. 


Dr. M. R. Mitchell and Rev. P. W. 


Emerson were both arrested by the 
police. Rev. Mr. Emerson was taken 
to the police station, where he was 
booked under the charge of resisting 
an officer, 
^e was allowed to go up- 


on 
his 
own 
recognizance. Dr. 


Mitchell took Adams to the hospital 
and was allowed to stay and adminis- 
ter him, without giving bond. 
The 


three 
officers—Patrolmen Downey, 


Boyles and Private Watchman Con- 
ners—claim Adams was shot by his 
own crowd, while he was retreating 
froto the point of attack. 
Adams 


declares, however, that he was shot 
by a' policeman, 


Officer Conners says his revolver, a 


38-calibre affair, Was knocked from 
liis hand. 
Officer Downey says he 


did not arrive on the scene until the 
trouble was about over, and Officer 
Boyles, who carried a 44-calibre re- 
volver, claims the two shots he fired 
were aimed upward. 


Dr. Mitchell and Dr. Charles W, 


Hammond, who cared for Adams at 
the hospital, say he was shot with a 
32 or 38-calibre revolver. 
One shot 


took effect in the center of his chest 
and the other in the right shoulder. 
The bullets did not come out. 


The crowd which did the smashing 


met in West Curtis street, about two 
blocks from the "joint." 


CROWD WAS SMALL. 


Estimates of its 
size vary from 


thirty to sixty. 
A few moments 


past 12 o'clock the crowd moved east 
in Curtis street to Jackson street. The 
wholesale liquor house is a small 
frame building At the rear of Curtis' 
home, which faces on Curtis street. 
The crowd turned south on Jackson 
street and crossed the rear of the lot 
betv/een the street 
and the liquor 


house. 
In one of the yards was a 


log a foot thick. 
A half dozen men 


seized the timber and used it as a 
battering ram. 


At the first blow the door gave way 


and the crowd rushed in. 
A lantern 


served to light the interior, but it 
was accidentally extinguished, and 
the work was done in the darkness. 
Three men stood inside and passed 
the cases and kegs of beer to the men 
in the dootway, who threw then* into 
the yard to be smashed. 


POLICE ARE CALLED 


The crowd used heavy sledges, 


axes, mason's hammers and crow 
bars, The owners of the beer made 
no resistance. 


Patrolman Boyles and Watchman 


Conners were called from the Union 
Pacific depot two blocks away and 
were the first officers to arrive. They 
entered the yard and drove the crowc 
back. 
Before the officers arrived 


thirty cases and two kegs of beer 
had been smashed. 


The crowd fell back slowly to a 


ditch near Jackson street, where the 
leaders succeeded 
forces. 


While the crowd was being driven 


back twenty or thirty shots were 
fired. 
When the crowd retreated to 


Jnckson street the officers were near 
the building and Adams was between 
the officers and the crowd. 


When he was shot he fell Beside i 


pile of wood. 
Officer Boyles daittr 


Adams was facing west and running 
toward the crowd when he was shot 


When Adams fell the crowd thought 
he had tripped over the pile of wood. 
He did not rise and several men ran 
to his assistance. 
A carriage was 


called and he was removed to the 
Riverside hospital. 


CROWD DISPERSED. 


When the crowd learned that one of 


the nAmber had 
been wounded it 


quickly dispersed. 
Officers Boyles 


and Downey arrested Dr. Mitchell 
and Rev* Emerson. 
A patrol wagon 


was called and Rev. Mr. Emerson was 
taken to the police station. 
There 


it was found that his left hand was 
cut and bleeding. 
He was booked 


and allowed to go to his home. 


Chief of Police Stahl was sum- 


moned front his home, but did not ar- 
rive until the crowd had left. 


Broken cases and the smashed beer 


bottles were carried back into the 
building and a man stood guard there 
the remainder of the night with a 
shot gun. 


NO MORE BODIES RECOVERED.

paid was for £5,338,650, or $26,693,- 
250, written by the DeBeers Consoli- 
dated Mine company in payment for 
the South African diamond mines, 
bought of the Kimberley Central Dia- 
mond Mining company. 
This check 


was written July 18, 1889, and was 
paid in gold September 28 at the 
Kimberley branch of the Cape of 
Good Hope bank, forty carts being 
used to haul tho coin from the bank 
to the home of one ol' the sharehold- 
ers, where it was carefully appor- 
tioned.

Ind., formerly a teacher in the War- 
saw schools, delivered two interesting 
lectures Sunday, in the morning at 
Wayne Street M. E. church and in the 
evening at the Berry street church. 
Miss Linam was in China until near 
the middle of August, during the 


ne the anti-foreign movement was 


at its height. 
Her station was in 


the Chee Foo district, "which was one 
of the most peaceable of all the Chi- 
nese provinces. 
The reports of out- 


rages on missionaries have been 
grossly exaggerated, according to 
Miss Linam. 
She also denied that 


all Chinese were anti-foreign. 
She 


admitted that many thousand Chris- 
tian Chinese lost their lives because 
they v/ould not renounce their adopt- 
ed faith, and many of them suffered 
the most horrible torture rather than 
deny Christ. 
The boxers are of the 


most ignorant of Chinese people, and 
they have been encouraged to com- 
mit outrages by the mandarins and 
other high officials, who have sup- 
plied them with money, arms and 
ammunition. 
Miss Linam, of course, 


denied that the missionaries were in 
any way responsible for the present; 
trouble, and said that the war was j 
brought on by the excessive indem- 
nity demanded by Japan, and by the 
Russian railroads which are being 
constructed tnrough the northern 
portion of China.

of Beer in a Warehouse and 


a Fight Ensues. 


ONE RAIDER FATALLY INJURED 


Topekn, Kas,, Teh. 23.—J. 
W. 


A-'.^ms was fatally wounded In a bat 
tie between three policemen and a 
band of citizens who made a mid- 
night raid on a North Topeka whole 
sale liquor house. 
A Urge quantity 


of cased beer was destroyed before 
the crowd was dispersed. 


A crowd of from thirty to sixty 


citizen*, armed with reTolver*. sledge 
hammers, crow ban and a battering 
ram, 
broke into the wholesale liquor 


house of "Cash" Curtis, on We*t Cur- 
tis street, between Kaln and Jack- 
son street, last midnight, and smaah- 
»d the beer found there. 
Three po- 


licemen drore the crowd back. 
Both 


the policemen and the citizens fired 
their revolver*, and J. W. Adorns, a 
carpenter, 
was shot twice In 
the 


breast. 


He was taken in a hack to River- 


side hospital, where he Met in a pre- 
carious condition. 


HINISTER IS ARRESTED. 


Dr. H. R. Hltchell and Rev. F. W. 


Emerson were both srrested by the 
police.

to the police station, where he wax 
hooked under the charge cf resitting 
an officer.
